EDUCATION hns been dcfinefl by an Oxford man as being, 
"What remains bohinrl when you have forirotten all that 
you have loarnod.'" Surely, as college students, we should be 
vitaUy interested in what will i-emain behind when we have for- 
gotten all that we have learned or pretended to Icavn. 

Wh^t we are to be, our value to our country, community and 
?to ourselves depends almost entirely upon whut survives. Too 
many college .«itudcnt? rcg.'.rd an education as the wholesale ac- 
cumulation of facts as the i-esult of having sat through so many 
classes, or reading so many books, or attending a lecture on this 
and that. Wliat an unpleasant surprise these people arc going 
to get when tliey discover the comparatively short length of time 
that such facts stay with them! How will they feol when they 
take inventory of what remains behind, and find practically 
nothing? 

The time to acquire those things that will survive is not af- 
ter one has tacked a few letters after his name, but while he is in 
an environment which is very conducive to the ecqui.sition of 
those things which Avear well— in other words, while he is in 
college. However, it is impossible to include in one's schedule 
any course or courses that will definitely give one those things 
which will romain behind. It is up to the individual to get those 
things ïor himself. 

Courses in character hqilding. will power development, cre- 
ative ability, perseverance, mind enrichening and good habits 
nrénot included' in the college curricula. These things are by- 
products of hard, conscientious effort in the diverse courses in- 
cluded in the curricula of the present-day colleges. I{ is up to 
each college student to make sure that he will take away from 
college at least a few of these valuable things, in addition to the 
smattering of book knowledge, that he obtains during his four 
years at the Uiiyversity.. 

The answer torthe question, "What is ifc that- remains?" 
chould be: "Man, noble in reason and infinite Tn faculties." Are 
we all doing our best so that we may be able to answer this ques- 
tion in the way,^that it should be answered?

«K all sides we hear talk of great mergers, giant combina- 
tions, the total resources of which are large enough to 
stagger any intellect. This tendency has been obvious during 
the last few decades of economic growth and development, but 
'now we find this principle being suggested as the underlying 
factor in an endeavour to secure better results in another field. 
"Big Business" methods, sane and logical, are now .indicated to 
be the dominatintr influence in a gradual chaiige which will af- 
fect all colleges and universities. 

We agree with Dr. Bell, 'warden of St. Stephen's College, 
:Columbia University, and oi-iginator of this viewpoint, in his 
.statement that small colleges independent of universities are on 
;the decline and will eventually disappear. Summarizing his ex- 
planation for the present educational tendency, Dr. Bell declared, 
"There is one insuperaljle difficulty which makes disastrously 
hard the successful administration, in this day and age, of an 
independent college and that is the isolation, the academic and 
intellectual ifiolation of the teaching .staff." 

There can be no doubt but tliat the tendency toward the 
elimination of the isolated independent college will coi\tinue to 
grow and out of thi.s growth will come one of two developments 
.or perhaps both: the univcr.sitics may continue to, pxpai;d their 
.ccope and enrollment with a complete disregard fo;*'; pew^ 
tion or they may create .small, country, individualized colleges 
,e;itiraly within the university.

CHESSi OAMC, ART OR SCIENCE? 

Sonio of the most serious ot men 
have devoted much of their Ilvc3 to 
clioss. Bulky volumes have been 
WPlttçn about it. It has limitless 
be,iutles in lite endless variety of 
combtnatiohs and endless variations 
that exceed human calculationa. 

Chess largely excludes chance, and 
It depends upgn tha flghtlnj capacity 
of the player, upon hia intellect and 
ehartictcr. whether the gaijio is won 
or lost. Tlie overcautious arid "th» 
petty, tho tricky and the res*r\'ed. 
the variable opportunist, each lype Is 
readily recognized, and cannot in the 
long i-un dffe.it tha straightforward, 
elear-mlnded opponent who airives 
almost unconsciously alops tho right 
path through all difficulties. 

To the grreater buljc of players chess 
will always i-cmain a game. Can a 
same, then, be at the same time an 
art? Every art was onco a gamo and 
a pastime. The essence ot art Is the 
.-ibillty.ot tho artist to sink himself 
In his work. And chess can, bo con- 
sidered a progressing art when we 
find the seiiso of dsvolloii tlmt p«r- 
vsdes the giines o( niaitor.^. l'ertain-

PROFESSORS AND PAY 
Yandell Jlenderson, the co-author 
with Maurice K. JJavic, of the Yale 
report on "Incomes and l.(lviiig Costs 
of a Unlvcrslly Kacully," A'ceiitly 
published nn ."irticlo in Science, Ihc 
tenor of which is that tho univcrsl- 
licR :ir-o nol attraotins inen of high 
.ability into their facuUles. "I'^x- 
ecptions occur,'' ho Bays, ••but this 
is the rule." An\l the remedy, as ho 
rccs it, is this: "If tho universities 
want a higher intellectual .level, they 
will hayo to pay for It. AVhat, then, 
aro tlie market prices ot :ibillty, 
mediocrity, and inferiority; Tho 
Yale report sliow that, as a general 
rule, at least in cities wliero it snows 
in tho winter and houses have to be 
heated, the total annual living 'cx- 
licntcs of any family are about half 
i'::c value of the'.r residence. Univer- 
sity salaries .ire now at the level that 
mediocrity commands in other call- 
ings and the . intellectual level tends 
toward equality with that of salaries." 

Commenting editorially on this 
article, the New Republic has tills to 
say. "Professors have their 'niarl:ot 
price,' If that is what Sir. Hendcntoii 
wants to call it; and a considerable 
factor in that market price, is tho 
sum, in dollars and cents, which I he 
lirofessor is paid for doing liis job. 
But to dismiss tho matter there, to 
assume that a rise in pay will auto- 
matically bring a higher level "of in- 
tolleolual ability into the faculties,- is 
nonsense. Kor sncli an assumption Is 
based on the ()uecr — and very Amer- 
ican—fallacy that tho better edu- 
cated a mail is, the njoro money ho 
ought to make, and if education means 
anything at oil, it most cj.-talnly 
means that it leads .-i man out from 
the nulvc jioint of view in wliicli tl;« 
ix'cuniai'y eriloiion of valiio covers 
tho universe like a blanket, inlo a 
slate of^ inliid in which values arc ii 
lilt^o broader, and more complicated 
and in tvliicli' tlio s.lniple <lcvica of 
measuring all things by I lie nionoy 
you can Kit out of ibi.'iii find.s Itself, 
Ui'i i'l. wc:e, standing on its car." 

Thero is truth in both Mr. 'Hender- 
son's, tind tho Xew Uepubllc's points 
of view.
